If small quan tities of this chemical 
dry powder compoun d can be so ef­ 
fectiv e I am surprised that n o in v en ­ 
tiv e gen ius has yet paten ted some ma­ 
chin e or apparatus whereby it can be 
used in large quan tities, an d directed 
by air blast or some other i>owder 
upon 
an y large 
con flagration . 
At 
threshin g time a machin e is n ow com­ 
mon ly used for stackin g the straw as 
it leav es the threshin g machin e, by 
mean s of what is kn own as the ’’Cy­ 
clon e Air Blast Stacker.” 
I n ow suggest to some of our me­ 
chan ics an d shopmen that this same 
prin ciple can be used to distribute an y 
amoun t of dry powder fire killin g 
chemical ov er a large surface of fire. 
If don e it will surely put the fire out. 
an d quick as a flash, without on e- 
ten th the damage to merchan dise, fur­ 
n iture or machin ery that water does. 
In con flagration s where excessiv e heat 
or some other cause would prev en t an 
air-blast machin e from gettin g close 
en ough to operate, sev eral catapults 
or sprin g gun s could be used to cast 
paper bags of the compoun d in to the 
flames from a con siderable distan ce. 
I shall at an y time be v ery willin g 
to supply gratis 
a dry powder fire- 
killin g formula to an yon e who has suf­ 
ficien t mechan ical ability to dev ise 
some apparatus that would do 
the 
v ,'ork. Can also offer some other sug- 
eestion s that he might carry o ut In 
makin g his model. All of such will be 
freely imparted without 
any tho ught 
or desire for a fin an cial in terest. At 
my time of life ’’Pro bon o publico” Is 
a v ery good little Latin precept to 
remember.
